scouts that in case they found the city 
pretty well fortified to notify him by 
tiring some building. 
The scouts ti red 
the old Sweet Gum stables, on West 
Main street, at that time the largest 
frame building in the city, and Gen. 
Morgan headel his troops for Salem, 
continuing through be southern por­ 
tion of the state, and giving the H oos­ 
iers the eely 
real taste of warfare 
they experienced during the war.
